Previous Rejections 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 9 and 10 were rejected of 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by WO 
01 04098 A. Applicants Amendment filed on October 01, 2007, incorporated the limitation of 
claim 5 into claim 1 . The prior art fail to teach the limitation wherein the reactions is carried in 
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the presence of proton donor of an acid with a pKa value of less than 3. Therefore, the rejection 
of claims 1, 2, 4, 9 and 10 is hereby withdrawn.
